he North Village Branch of the Austin Public Library 

finally has a home to call its own. Housed in leased space 

since its inception in 1971, North Village now graces a 
new building at 2505 Steck Avenue, just west of Burnet. 


On Saturday, May 30, the building 
opened to the public to great fanfare. It’s a 
striking building and is very accessible by 
foot, bike, or car. 
Neighbors started 
arriving two hours in 
advance of the 10:00 
ribbon-cutting to 


station for coffee, tea, and hot chocolate, 
and plenty of outlets for plugging in lap- 
tops. Sticking with the bookstore model,

John Gillum, 
Library Facilities Plan- 
ning Manager, has 
described North Vil- 
lage as a library for 
the future. It’s built

Gillum said, “Our collection is new and 
will be constantly refreshed. We’re putting 


store model, with open, inviting areas for 
meeting, browsing, and relaxing. There’s a 
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books on the shelf that people want to 
come in and grab.” 

Not only is the space warm and invit- 
ing, it’s designed to comply with the 
Green Building Program concepts. Said 
Gillum, “This is the greenest building 
we've ever built, and we’ve been building 
green since 1989.” Some of the green 
features of North Village include a rain- 
water harvesting system, rooftop solar 
panels, and xeriscape landscaping. 

Brenda Branch, Director of the city’s 
library system, welcomed the crowd and 
gave an overview of what we’d see inside: 
new magazines and periodicals, 30,000 
books, 1,400 DVD’s, 1,500 CD’s, a large 
meeting room, a public “living room,” 
and 14 computers. 

The CD collection includes a large 
number of Playaways, which were very 
intriguing to my six-year-old son. Play- 
aways ate preloaded and portable audio- 
books; imagine a small MP3 player that 
contains the audiobook. They require lit- 
tle additional equipment; as Walter Min- 
kel, Assistant Branch Manager, said, “If 
you have a pair of headphones, you’re 
set.” He also explained that this branch 
is moving away from being a total-book 
library and moving toward being a mixed- 
media library. 

After a ribbon-cutting ceremony, which 
included City Council Member Laura 
Morrison, the crowd streamed into the 
new library and began to explore the wel- 
coming, licht-filled space. 

Austin’s Art in Public Places program 
had selected Kathleen Ash, a local glass 
artist, for the public art project at North 
Village. Visitors will be delighted to see 
the window wall that she created between 
the browsing area and the meeting room. 
She has used colorful laminated glass 
depicting children sailing on books, over 
an ocean of letters, heading toward an 
island of discovery. She also has an instal- 
lation suspended by cables in the library’s 
living room. It’s worth a trip to the library 
just to see the art! 

My four-year-old daughter’s eyes wid- 
ened at the sight of the children’s section. 
It’s bright, welcoming, and full of color- 
ful books right at eye-level for little ones. 
Aubrey Sanders, the Children’s Librarian, 
will be offering programs for kids 


throughout the summer. For more infor- 
mation about storytimes and the summer 
reading program, check out the website 
for the Austin Public Library at Aip:// 
www.austinlibrary.com/ calendar_plus.cfm.

all it ironic or fitting: I, the ANA 

Neighborhood Watch coordinator, 
was burglarized a few Sundays ago. I say 
ironic because I make it a point to keep 
an eye on my street for unusual occur- 
rences, and I train others to do the same 
on their blocks. The block captains are 
supposed to be helping cut the number 
of burglaries. However, it could be said 
that it is fitting that I 
should be burglarized 
because I am concerned 
about crime in our area, 
and I keep telling people it 
is happening far too often 
in Allandale. I have told 
my husband numerous 
times that it could happen 
to us at any time. The 
thing that is most astound- 
ing about my experience is

that it was a Sunday afternoon at 4 p.m. — 
a time when one would think there are 
way too many people around to get away 
with burglary. In fact, we were away from 
our house only 15 minutes and had we 
not come home, many more things would 
have been gone. Our TV was in the hall- 
way and the back door was wide open — 
the intruders must have dropped the TV 
and run when they heard us coming in! 

I have learned several important les- 
sons from my experience, and I’d like to 
pass them on. 

For one, we had left a window 
unlocked. The burglars cut the screen and

were able to slide my window open and 
hop in. I will never leave my house again 
without locking all the windows. It’s a 
simple precaution we can all take. The 
burglars had taken another screen off but 
bypassed that window because it was 
locked. 

The second lesson is to always cover 
your windows and hide your belongings. I 
have heard this a million times at the 
Commander’s Forums, but my brother-in- 
law had left his laptop in our living room 
and my son had left his DS right next to 
it. All someone had to do was look into 
the front window and see what could be 
theirs. We think about this in our cars — 
the same rule applies in a house. The best 
thing is to close curtains (keeps the hot 
rays out as well so your air conditioner 
doesn’t have to use so much power) and 
hide valuables. 

The third lesson is to make sure you 
have recorded the serial numbers of all 
of your electronics. Fortunately, we had 
the serial number for the laptop, but if 
they had taken our home computer I 
wouldn’t have been able to trace it. 

The fourth lesson is to photograph 
and/or record all of your belongings such 
as jewelry and other valuables. Luckily, 
they dropped the special cross necklace

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have wiped out everything if I hadn’t 
come home and interrupted them. 

The fifth lesson is to run out of the 
house if you know someone has been in 
there. I called 911 and stayed in my house 
looking around — I should have gotten 
myself out of there! The person with 
whom I spoke at APD asked if someone 
was still in my house, and I said I didn’t 
think so because the back door was wide 
open, but there could have been someone 
in the closet and I should have gotten out 
right away. My sister-in-law smartly ran 
back out the front door and was able to 
catch the license plate and a good 
description of the person slowly driving a 
car and looking at my house. We later 
found out from a neighbor that car had 
been parked out front before we arrived 
home! Of course APD felt there was no 
need to respond to my 911 call immedi- 
ately because I had said there was no one 
still in the house. If I had run outside 
right away an officer would have come to 
the scene to check it out. Not that it 
would have mattered in my case, but I 
believe it makes the most 
sense to get out of there and 
get the police there ASAP. 
The person I talked to 
through 911 said someone 
would call me back within 20 
minutes. I ended up calling 
the non-emergency number 
again when no one returned 
my call in 20 minutes, and 
finally got a detective (who 
did a great job) out 2 hours 
later to fingerprint the TV 
and windows. 

I was stunned to find out 
that the next day a similar 
incident occurred on Finley, 
and then another on Great 
Northern, then 2 more on 
Dougherty (front windows 
broken and houses ran- 
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District Representatives to ask about a 
crime seminar and was told our DRs had 
been moved again and that no seminar 
was possible. I called Commander Single- 
tary and was pleased she called me right 
back and said they are looking at upping 
patrols during the day because there had 
been 7 break-ins in the last couple of 
weeks, all during the day. There were also 
2 burglaries of vehicles and 1 car stolen 
during that same time-frame. Commander 
Singletary assured me that Kelly LaHood 
is still our DR, would be contacting me, 
and that we can have a crime seminar. 
Officer LaHood did contact me, and met 
with residents May 28th during the ANA 
open meeting at Yarbrough Library. Offi- 
cer LaHood fielded questions, provided 
information about crimes, and gave us 
tips to help keep us as safe as possible. 
We have had more than double the 
number of burglaries in comparison to 
last year at this time, and we need action! 
Please contact me if you would like to 
help with this effort. I am constantly 
training more block captains, and in con- 
junction with Caroline Reynolds and Tom 
Linehan’s great data collection skills we 
can all be well informed. I encourage all 
of you to do the home safety inspection 
and log your valuables. In the near future, 
block captains will be going to neighbors' 
homes passing out crime prevention tip 
sheets, Tom will provide crime data 
updates on the listserve and web site, and 
a group of volunteers from the neighbor- 
hood association will be doing safety 
audits. Please, please, please report all 
crime to APD and post info on the list- 
serve so we can see what is going on in 
Allandale. If you are not on the listserve 
please consider joining or have your block 
captain post the information for you.

Have a neighbor check on your house 
frequently if you are out of town. 
Tell neighbors when you plan to have 
workmen coming, so that people pos- 
ing as workmen will be quickly identi- 
fied as such. 

Replace your exterior doors with solid 
care doors that are 1 3/8 inches thick 
and secured with deadbolts. Lock all 
doors and windows when you are not 
home.

Record serial numbers of electronics 
and keep an inventory of all valuables 
including jewelry, china, electronics, 
etc. The inventory (pictures, written 
list, etc.) should be kept in a fire-safe 
box somewhere away from your 
home.

Consider getting an alarm system or 
even just an alarm system sign, and a 
dog. 

Hide all valuables in your home or 
car. Someone should not be able to 
look into a window and see your 
valuables when you are not home. In 
the evenings when you are watching 
tv close the curtains so people can 
not look in and see the television. 
Store purses and cell phones out of 
sight. 

When out of town cancel all deliver- 
ies such as the newspaper, and have a 
neighbor check for handbills on the 


flowerpots or in similar places.

Planned Improvements to the 
Northwest Recreation Center

ave you participated in a program or 

meeting at Northwest Recreation 
Center? Have you heard rumors about 
pending changes to that building? The 
City of Austin is indeed planning a signif- 
icant project to remodel the building. 

Since it opened in 1979, Northwest 
Recreation Center has been a central 
point for our neighborhood’s community 
programs and activities. However, over 
the years, concerns have arisen that the 
facility is undersized for the area it serves, 
and the building has had some structural 
issues as well. Therefore, a remodel of 
the building was included in the City of 
Austin’s 2006 bond package, which raised 
an aggregate of $567.4 million to 
improve various aspects of Austin’s infra- 
structure. 

According to John McKennis, the proj- 
ect manager for the remodel, the project 
is currently in the design development 
phase. Current plans include adding 


around 7,500 addi- 
tional square feet 
to the existing 
building, as well as 
removing the dirt 
berms and raising 
the surrounding 
elevation to 
improve drainage. gex 
Mr. McKennis ee 
describes the new 
space as consisting of four rooms: a 
classroom, a meeting room, and two mul- 
tipurpose rooms for interactive play, aero- 
bics, and similar activities. The added 
square footage should allow the center to 
host more programs that benefit our 
neighborhood and the broader communi- 
ty. Basically, the expansion will sit where 
the dirt berms ate now, around the sides 
of the existing building. In this way, the 
project will both add new space and 
remove the berms, which have been con-

tributing to water leaks and cracks in the 
structure. 

The new rooms should benefit from 
much more natural light than the current 
building, since the dirt berms will be 
removed. In turn, this should help the 
centet to feel cheerier and more open to 
the parkland that surrounds it. The reno- 
vations are likely to include a number of 
other improvements as well, such as a 
better loading area, an upgrade of por- 
tions of the HVAC system, a sprinkler

ook for published revisions to the 

ANA by-laws. There will be at least 
one version this summer in preparation 
for a vote at the Fall General Meeting in 
September. We anticipate publishing pre- 
liminary edits on the web and a version 
for the vote printed in the August news- 
letter. 

The ANA executive committee initiat- 
ed a review of the by-laws about two 
years ago. Revisions had been voted hur- 
tiedly and we thought it important to 
examine the basic 
charter of the asso- 
ciation to insure it 
was on a firm foot- 
ing. We had the 
base version 
reviewed by a par- 
liamentarian and 
she gave them a 
structural OK. A 
committee was 
established and 
they collected by- 


laws from other Austin neighbors. They 
did a legal review and found some differ- 
ences with State Law. (There was no con- 
flict, so since then we’ve followed the 
more strict guide from the law.) We also 
wanted to address items like use of e-mail 
to communicate with members, and other 
changes where we saw ambiguities or 
omissions. We want to put operations in a 
manual and basic rules in the by-laws. 
The committee membership has shifted 
and work has been redone, and now a 
version is about ready to present.

The 2009 Bike Plan Update and Allandale 


Tom Linehan 


We you ride a bike or not, the 
City’s 2009 Bicycle Plan should be 
of interest to you. As a resident of Allan- 
dale, you likely encounter a number of 
bike riders every day getting in and out 
of the neighborhood. Shoal Creek is 
probably one of the most biked roads in 
the city. The Austin 2009 Bicycle Plan 
Update went before the City Council for 
a public hearings on May 12th. Because 
of a hiccup in the process, the Council 
was not able to vote on the plan at that 
meeting. They scheduled the vote for 
June 11th. My guess, based on the discus- 
sion and comments at the public hearing, 
is it was approved. 

The goal of the Austin 2009 Bicycle 
Plan is to transform Austin into a world- 
class bicycling city — get more people on 
bikes and make it safe for them. Other 
cities like Portland, Seattle, Boulder, and 
San Francisco rank at the top of Ameri- 
can cities for cycling. 

I took a look at the Plan to see what it 


will mean for Allandale. You may be 
pleased to know there are no curb islands 
in the Plan — not on Shoal Creek or any 
other street within Allandale’s boundaries. 
Actually, Shoal Creek, which had curb 
islands on both sides of it for a short 
time in 2005, has protected status as a 
result of that failed experiment. No 
changes can be made to it without city 
council approval. A summary of the proj- 
ect is actually a part of the 2009 Bicycle 
Plan as an appendix. 

I met with Annick Beaudet, the City of 
Austin’s Bicycle Program Manager, in 
April to talk about the Bicycle Plan and 
get her help in determining what is in it 
for Allandale. She brought a copy of the 
plan and told me about the 1- to 2-year 
long effort to update the Plan. You can 
see the full plan at the city’s web site: 
wum.ci.austin.tx.us/ bicycle/ update2008. him. 

The focus of this article is on improve- 
ments to bicycle facilities; i.e., streets,

roads, bike paths, etc., that are included in 
the Bicycle Plan. The Plan addresses 
more than making streets around the city 
more bicycle friendly; however, the sur- 
veys show the lack of facilities in a city 
are the primary reason people don’t bike. 
People won’t commute by bike to work, 
for example, if they do not have a safe 
route to get there. 

Before getting into the specifics, it is 
important to note that not all of the facil- 
ity improvement projects in the plan will 
happen in the next year or two. Some 
may not happen at all because of fund- 
ing, the project’s overall priority relative 
to other bicycle projects/improvements 
in the City, or because after the experts 
take a closer look at the project they 
determine it’s not feasible. A number of 
the simpler improvements that will make 
it easier and safer for cyclists to get 
around, like bike lanes and signage, will 
be put in place as streets and roads are 
resurfaced or upgraded. The Plan is not 
limited to looking at where mote bike 
lanes can be added (facility development), 
but addresses other efforts to boost 
cycling as well including: inter-depart- 
mental and interagency coordination, 
public education, enforcement, promo- 
tional campaigns, and supportive public 
policy. 

When it comes to people living in 
Allandale who use their bike for transpor- 
tation some or all of the time, the chal- 
lenge is east/west travel. Shoal Creek, 
Great Northern, and Bull Creek south of 
Hancock are pretty good for north/south 
travel. Both Great Northern and Shoal 
Creek are striped; however, there are not 
many east/west streets in the neighbor- 
hood with bike lanes. Shoal Creek is 
striped but it is designated as a shared-use 
parking lane. That’s the designation given 
to streets where cars are allowed to park 
in bike lanes. These make for an uneasy 
pairing. Understandably, home owners 
along the street want the ability to park 
cats in front of their houses, but sharing 
the lane makes it dangerous for cyclists 
riding by those parked cars, particularly if 
someone is opening a door to get out of 
the car as a cyclist rides by. 

The easiest way to learn about what is 
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being proposed for Allandale with 
regard to street improvements in 
the Plan is to show the plans. I 
have created a Google map with 
the current and proposed designa- 
tions for many of the major 
streets in the neighborhood. I 
consider it a major east/west 
street if it spans the distance 
between MoPac and Burnet Road 
north of Allandale Rd. and from 
Bull Creek to Shoal Creek south 
of Allandale Rd. 

If it is east/west bike lanes that 
Allandale needs, what does the 
bicycle plan provide? Currently 
the only east/west bike lanes in 
the neighborhood are Foster Lane 
on the north end, which runs pat- 
allel with Anderson Lane. It goes 
from Great Northern on the west 
side of the neighborhood to 
Northcross Dr., which crosses 
Burnet Rd. The other east/west 
bike lane in Allandale is further 
south on Hancock Drive. It goes 
from Balcones Dr. west of MoPac 
to Burnet Rd. These remain as-is 
in the Plan. 

Some of the other east/west 
streets that may have some appeal 
to cyclists are Greenlawn Parkway, 
which goes from Great Northern 
to Burnet Rd.; Twin Oaks and White 
Horse Trail, which run from Shoal Creek 
to Burnet Rd.; and White Rock Dr., 
which stretches from Great Northern to 
Allandale Rd. near Burnet. All are cur- 
rently designated as a wide curb lanes, 
and all but White Horse are being recom- 
mended to be upgraded to a bike lane in 
the Bike Plan. This is good because 
White Rock in particular is part of the 
bike route for children riding their bikes 
to Gullett or Lamar. 

South of Allandale Rd., there are three 
east/west streets that take you to Burnet 
Rd. from Shoal Creek. They include 
Shoalmont Dr., Lawnmont Ave., and 
North Loop. Actually, North Loop 
doesn’t go all the way to Shoal Creek 
from Burnet Rd. It ends at Woodview 
Ave., but it is an important part of an 
east/west route for cyclists because it

currently has a bike lane and goes as far 
east as Airport Blvd. No changes are rec- 
ommended for it in the Bike Plan. Nei- 
ther Shoalmont nor Lawnmont are in the 


Plan. 

Much of Hancock is currently a bike 
lane. The Bike Plan recommendation is to 
make the entire length of it a bike lane. 
Forty-fifth Street is currently not safe for 
cyclists. As appealing as it looks on the 
map for an east-west route, it is too nar- 
row for cars and bikes to share harmoni- 
ously. I rarely see cyclists on it. It is cur- 
rently designated as a shared lane, which 
means either you or a car gets the right 
lane but not both. A bike lane on 45th St. 
that stretches from Bull Creek to Airport 
is what is recommended in the Plan. 

Looking at the streets just within the 
boundaries of the neighborhood is a bit 
myopic. The objective of the Plan is to 
get more people to bike for transporta- 


tion. Laying out a network of safe routes 
to popular destinations like parks, shop- 
ping areas, restaurants, grocery stores, of 
to work is what is needed. Cyclists need a 
safe route through and beyond their 
neighborhood boundaries. In Allandale, 
the streets with bike lanes that span from 
MoPac to Airport Blvd are best for east/ 
west travel. Roads like Shoal Creek and 
Bull Creek on the west side of the neigh- 
borhood just south of Hancock are best 
for north/south travel. Most of my trav- 


els on a bike in and out of the neighbor- 
hood involve Shoal Creek. I take it if I 
am going to Anderson Village or to an 
east/west road that I can safely take to 
my end point, which may include HEB 
on Burnet Rd. (Shoal Creek to Bull Creek 
Rd. to Northland over to Burnet), to 
work downtown (Shoal Creek to 31st St. 
and then onto the Lamar sidewalk to 
downtown), or to Central Market (Shoal 
Creek to 47th, go left to Ramsey; take 
Ramsey south of 45th and cross over on 


Saving Water Makes You Feel Good

Ree while reviewing my Austin 
utility bill, I concluded that my family 
was using more water than necessary. My 
motivation to reduce water usage was 
both financial and ethical. From a finan- 
cial standpoint, Austin water costs rough- 
ly a penny a gallon. Those pennies really 
add up when you water your lawn with 
1,000 gallons of water. From an ethical 
standpoint, I feel we all have a duty to 
optimize our resource usage since we 
share the earth with over 6 billion 
humans and countless animal species. 

These realizations launched a search 
for ways to reduce water consumption. 
Several of the obvious items had already 
been put into practice: 


= Low flow toilets (buy Toto — they 
work fantastic). Newer models are 
now “dual” flush; that is, they use less 
water for just liquid waste. 

Front loading washing machine. These 


save water and are gentler on your 
clothes than top loading washers. 


Here are some of the new measures I 
recently implemented: 

m New faucet aerators. I replaced bath- 
room 2.2 gpm (gallon per minute) aer- 
ators with 0.5 gpm spray stream aera- 
tors. This is really easy. Unscrew your 
existing faucet aerators and replace the 
plastic cartridge with a 0.5 gpm car- 
tridge from Crumps Plumbing. Cost is 
about $3. Instead of a solid stream of 
water, you now get a spray of 20 indi- 
vidual jets, which cleans hands just as 
well, and saves water with no down- 
side. However, for the kitchen you will 
want something a little different, since 
filling pots may take too long at 


0.5gpm. I found the Whedon 1.0 gpm 
Ultra Saver Sprayer at efi.org for $9. 
This little gem is a fingertip adjustable 
swivel spray aerator that can be varied 
anywhere between a trickle to 1.0gpm. 
Works well and looks good. Wife- 
approved. 

a Lowflow showerheads. 1992 Federal 
law limits showerheads to a maximum 
of 2.5 gpm. Showerhead technology 
has improved in the last 17 years, so 
you can now get a great shower with 
1.5 gpm, a 40% savings. The model I 
found to work well is the FCS-200 by 
HighSierra available 


one of the side streets to Central Mar- 
ket). 

Taking into account the improvements 
that have already taken place within the 
central city and what is in the Plan, 


cyclists should be encouraged. Making 
Austin a world-class cycling city will ben- 
efit all — cyclists and non-cyclists alike — 
by making transportation safer.

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Dog Talk: Teeth!

E humans, a dog’s overall health ben- 
efits greatly from routine dental care. 

Dental problems can be tough on your 
dog and even fatal — some dental infec- 
tions can migrate to the heart and may be 
life-threatening. It can be tough to dis- 
cern that your dog is having dental prob- 
lems; in fact, sometimes the dog’s behav- 
ior becomes so low-key that people may 
believe that their dog is finally calming 
down with age. 

A few things to watch for include 
change in behaviors, such as a reluctance 
to carry around toys or chew on things 
they typically like to chew on, or even just 
not eating with gusto. You might notice 
an onset of bad breath (could be an 
abscessed tooth) or even a swelling under 
the eye — a result of a cracked/abscessed 
upper tooth. One of my own dogs 
stopped accepting the little chew treats 
she typically loved and also started hang- 
ing out under the bed...off to the vet we 
went and learned she had a cracked and 
abscessed molar. Of course, discolored 
teeth, inflamed gums, and build-up of 


tartar are clear signs that a cleaning is in 
order. 

You can take the lead in heading off 
problems. You can brush your dog’s 
teeth on a regular basis and make a big 
difference. I highly recommend it! There 
is special doggy toothpaste — don’t use 
human toothpaste. Most dogs really like 
dogey toothpaste, but most resist brush- 
ing initially. That can be changed. 

Take the introduction to the process in 
small steps. First, let your dog sniff and 
lick the toothpaste off of your finger. 
Do that multiple times for a few days. 
You can move on to actually putting the 
toothpaste on a doggie toothbrush and 
letting the dog lick it off so they are 
pleasantly introduced to the feeling of 
the brush. Take your time and build up 
to brushing a tooth or two, and always 
follow with a wonderful treat. 

Speaking of treats — let’s talk about 
food. Hard dry food is less likely to stick 
to teeth than soft or moist foods. I am 
not a big fan of Greenies. I know of 
some dogs who have had whole pieces go 
down and cause digestive problems. 
Chewing on large raw (not smoked or 
cooked) knuckle bones helps clean teeth. 
You can go online and find some really 
great chew items if you do a Google

Pink Hibiscus 
Mealybug

Pink hibiscus mealybugs (PHM) are 
soft-bodied insects closely related to scale 
insects. PHM adult females are wingless 
with oval bodies and a white, waxy coat- 
ing covering the body. The females have 
a couple of waxy filaments coming off 
the edge of the body and two buttons of 
wax on the abdomen. Male PHM have 
wings and two long waxy tails. Both have 
a pinkish to reddish body that exudes a 
reddish-brown fluid when pierced. 

Damage occurs to plants in the form 
of “bunchy top” where new growth curls 
and the stems stop growing and become 


thicker. There are usually white, waxy 
accumulations on the plant. 

Currently, biological control is the best 
method to manage PHM populations. 
The Texas Department of Agriculture is 
working on releasing beneficial insects in 
areas where PHM has been confirmed, so 
if you suspect that you have a pink hibis- 
cus mealybug infestation, please contact 
me. Heavily infested plants can have 
infested areas pruned off. Pruned areas 
should be double bagged and disposed 
of.

N early 20 years after passage of the 
landmark Americans with Disabilities 
Act, and in spite of aggressive enforce- 
ment efforts, handicap parking violations 
are as widespread as ever. In 1995, my 
office established Texas’ first county vol- 
unteer handicap parking enforcement 
program. During that first year, volun- 
teers wrote more than 1,000 tickets 
throughout Travis County. Since then the 
Texas Legislature has provided additional 
enforcement tools and increased fines. 
Local media outlets have widely publi- 
cized the need for handicap parking spac- 
es by people with disabilities. My officers 
and volunteers have also worked with 
other law enforcement agencies to con- 
duct periodic sting operations. This year 
we will write more than 1,500 tickets. 
Three years ago a study conducted by 
my office found that 65% of those who 
used handicap parking placards to park in 
the downtown area were actually using 
someone else’s placard to park for free in 
handicap parking spaces or at meters. We 
estimated that the City of Austin loses as 
much at $500,000 per year in parking 
meter revenue. Recently during the Legis- 


lative Session, deputy constables wrote 22 
handicap parking tickets around the State 
Capitol Complex. Twenty 
tickets were written to state 
employees. All 22 tickets 


were written to people who é 


were using other peoples’ 
handicap parking placards to 
park in handicap parking 
spaces or at meters for free. 
The deputies said that with 
additional resources they 
could easily have written 
dozens mote tickets. 

This abuse is not just occurring at the 
State Capitol. It is occurring throughout 
Texas. Violators prevent people who need 
these parking spaces from gaining access 
to public places and they are stealing 
parking revenue from their cities. A cou- 
ple violators said receiving tickets two or 
three times per year would still be cheap- 
er for them than paying for parking. It is 
clear that current state law and local law 
enforcement efforts have so far failed to 
achieve the expectations of the Ameri- 
cans with Disabilities Act. 

Many disability organizations and law 
enforcement officials have asked the 
Texas Legislature to further increase 
handicap parking fines so violators won't 
continue to view getting a couple of tick-
